J. W. ORTH AT LffiBBTY. 


He Appeared in Court this Morn- 
ing and Gave Bali In the 


Sum of $6OO. 


Tbe only business of general interest 


transacted in the circuit court this fore- 
noon was that in which John W. Ortu, 
the dressy salesman, lately iu the employ 
of Linn & Scruggs, dry goods merchants, 
figured as the chief actor. He is under 
indictment for larceny, and has been in 
jail a number of weeks quietly waiting 
tho time when he could give bail nnd get 
out of the prison where he experienced 
unything but a happy time. Ho was 
brought over to the Sheriff's oHlce at 9 
o'clock, and 30 minutes later he stepped 
uto the c«urt room and marched up to 
Circuit Clerk McOlellau.

'rom the railing evidently greatly relieved, 
nnd before leaving the court room he 
leld a consultation with his attorney, 
Mr. I, \. Buckingham. Orth doesn't look 
IB if his enforced residence in the county 
ail disagreed with him.
